I. Claim 1, drawn to processes, classified in Class 562, 
subclass 574. 

II. Claim 2, drawn to compounds, classified in Class 560, 
subclass 205. 

III. Claim 3, drawn to compounds, classified in Class 558, 
subclass 6. 

IV. Claim 4, drawn to compounds, classified in Class 560, 
subclass 172. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as process of making 
and product made since the compounds recited are intermediates 
prepared in the process. The inventions are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed 
can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process (M.P.E.P. § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
compounds could be prepared by other process. The Group II 
compound could be prepared by reacting ethyl 6-hydroxy-4-hexenoate 
with a formylating agent. The Group II compound could prepared by 
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ethyl 6-hydroxy-4-hexenoate with an appropriate imidic acid halide.
